C. The I£ FLUTTER specialist stated his opinion that CARBOHIDRATE 
was quite shrewd and probably above normal in intelligence* CARBOHYDRATE 
made no effort to cover up in ary respect* A slight reaction was noted 
in one control question (do you believe in God) when he answered no* 

D* Throughout the LC FLUTTER CARBOHIDRATE was completely cooperative* 
the LC FLUTTER specialist noted that, nd further, made mention that 
CARBOHIDRATE has a tendency to be slightly vague in details* However, 
he did not believe that to be a particularly important feature* 

5* Cl Is preparing a cable answer to Wash concerning the LC FLUTTER 

and will also prepare a detailed contact report* Special reports are also being 
prepared by the LC FLUTTER specialist* 

6. CARBOHIDRATE informed Cl U and CL orivatalv that he had been 

reprimanded by Henard for haying told CL. 33 and CL H d Hi contact 
with CARBOHYDRATE is, of course, unknown to (L ^Li that 'CADrtUl T mailers are 
picking their material up at headquarters whj.cn in fact was not true* CARBOHIDRATE 
attributed his earlier error in this respect to the fact that the man whom he 
questioned in CADROI T was partially deaf and had not understood his question 
properly* As a matter of record, CARBOHYDRATE was instructed that such information 
critical or otherwise regarding CADROtlT security should be brought to Henard 's or
